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GEORGE DETER 


The first record we have of George Deter is 
that he iived in the state of Maryland. From 
there he moved to Adams County, Pennsylvania 
and later he located in Franklin County, Pennsy!]- 
vania, where he spent the remainder of his days. 
Little is known of his early life. He was born 
December 26, 1775, but we do not know where. 
He was married to Maria Croft and they were 
the parents of seven children, two daughters and 
five sons. Their names were Martha, George, 
Polly, Andrew, David Eckford, Elijah and Harrv 
Deter. 


George was a member of the Lutheran church 
and his wife was a Catholic, however, she did not 
rear her children in the faith of her choice. It is 
not known when she was born or when she died. 
She is buried in the Catholic cemetery in Cham- 
bersburg, Pennsylvania. George died at the home 
of his son, Andrew, on April 21, 1850 and is bur- 
ied in the Grindstone Hil! Cemetery. 


George had a sister, Elisabeth Deter, who was 
born in 1795 and never married. She died Aug- 
ust 1, 1851 and is buried in the same cemetery as 
her brother. It is not known if there were other 
brothers and sisters. 


The first that George Deter’s name is mentioned 
in the Franklin County, Guilford Tewnship, Penn- 
sylvania taxables is in 1825 when he was taxed 
for two cows. 
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Martha (Mattie) Deter, the oldest child of 
George and Maria Deter, was born in Adam’s 
County, Pennsylvania, In 1805 and died near 
Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, April 16, 1854. She 
was married to a Mr.“Bocenstose (it is thought 
nis given name was Henry). A number of chil- 
dren were born to them; however, we have learn- 
the names of only four of them: Samuel, Martha, 
Sarah and Catherine Bocenstrose. 


1. Samuel Bocenstrose was born October 26, 
1830 and died of tuberculosis August 6, 1855.

4. Catherine Bocenstrose was born March 8, 
1842, near Chambersburg, Pennsylvania and died 
at her home in Morrison, Illinois on March 6, 1917 
from tuberculosis and complications. She was 
confirmed in the Evangelical Lutheran Grindstone 
Hill Church near her girlhood home on October 
28, 1860 by L. M. Henry, Pastor; and was also 
married by the same Pastor to Samuel Bonebrake, 
November 10, 1861. He was born March 25, 1838 
and died March 20, 1908 of a malignancy. Cather- 
ine’s parents, brother and sisters died when she 
was a young girl, however she continued to live 
in the home which her parents had leit to her. 
li was a country home comprised of twenty acres 
of land, located not far from her Uncle Andrew 
Deter’s home. A strip of timber land, which was 
owned by Judge Beams, lay between the two 
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farms. Her Uncle Elijah Deter made his home 
with her until her marriage. Catherine and Samu- 
el were the parents of six children, whose names 
were Harvey Milton, Althe Florence, Jeremiah 
Clayton, Edwin Luther, Frank Lester and Bruce 
Bennet Bonebrake. In the spring of 1881 the 
family moved to~Morrison, Whiteside County, 
Illinois. 


a. Harvey Milton Bonebrake, the oldest child 
of Samuel and Catherine Bonebrake, was born in 
Franklin County, Pennsylvania January 30, 1864. 
He was a bridge builder by trade and was mar- 
ried to Martha Gehrmann February 18, 1895 in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin.

f. Bruce Bennet Bonebrake, the sixth child 
of Samuel and Catherine Bonebrake, was born 
in Franklin County, Pennsylvania June 21, 1880 
and died of cerebral hemorrhage at the Morrison, 
Illinois hospital on September 26, 1932. He was 
married to Bertha Mason Grace in 1918. He clerk- 
ed in a grocery store for a number of years where 
he served in a very efficient manner. 
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George Deter, the second child of George and 
Maria Deter, was born February 22, 1806 in Ad- 
am’s County, Pennsylvania and died at his home 
near Corunna, Richland Township, DeKalb Coun- 
ty, Indiana in 1864. He was married to Mrs. Wil- 
liam (Elisabeth) Bishop Sanders in Indiana. She 
was the mother of seven children, 4 sons and 3 
daughters. She was affiliated with the Brethern 
Church. One child, Susanna Deter, was born to 
George and Elisabeth Deter. 


George took up 80 acres of land about three 
miles southeast of Corunna, Indiana. The land 
was mostly covered with timber which meant a 
great deal of work and many hardships. They 
used the lumber from their own trees when they 
built the house. The house burned to the ground 
Christmas Eve, 1941. The farm is now owned by 
Douglas and Faye Johnson, she being a great- 
granddaughter of George’s wife. 


When my father, D. H. Deter, came west in the 
spring of 1872, he stopped at Corunna, Indiana 
to visit his aunt and cousin. He said there was a 
great deal of timber land in that vicinity, there 
being some very large poplar trees near his aunt’s 
house. Also there were several lakes near by, one 
of them being perhaps a half mile in length. 


1. Susanna Deter, the only child of George 
and Elisabeth Deter, was born near Corunna, In- 
diana on March 10, 1853, and died January 29, 
1906. She was married to Norris Wilson Friend

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Andrew Deter, the fourth child of George and 
Maria Deter, was born in Adam’s County, Penn- 
' sylvania on September 18, 1809 and died July 25, 
1889. By trade he was a shoemaker. For some 
time before his marriage he was a teamster, driv- 
ing from Baltimore, Maryland to Pittsburg, Penn- 
sylvania. Railroads did not connect the towns at 
that time. On Apri] 16, 1840 he was married to 
Elisabeth Hoover. She was born October 24, 1817 
and died December 28, 1891. Her father died when 
she was a young girl, perhaps ten or twelve years 
old. She was raised in the home of her mother’s 
brother, Abram Wingert, who lived near the Fay- 
ettsville Pike. Her uncle was a very devout Cnris- 
tian man. She said she often watched the team- 
sters driving by her uncle’s place little thinking 
that some day one of those teamsters would be 
her husband. The teamsters drove four horses on 
high wheeled wagons. In the winter time she could 
hear the wheels « = on the ice and snow as they 
travelled by her ...-\e’s home. 


The first year of their marriage they lived in 
Turkey Foot, Pennsylvania, where he worked at 
the shoemakers trade. In 1841 Mike Lesher (a 
man of the Mennonite faith) asked Andrew to 
buy his farm of 118 acres. Andrew replied that 
he did not have the money to do so, but Mr. 
Lesher said that it was not necessary for him to 
have the money at that time. So they made an 
agreement that whenever Andrew was able to 
pay fifty dollars or the multiple thereof, that the 
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interest on that amount would cease. The farm 
was purchased under those conditions. This farm 
home proved to be the birthplace of their eleven 
children. Many were the privations and the hard- 
ships that they underwent. A log house and a log 
barn were on the place when he took possession. 
The barn had a thatched roof. Andrew started 
farming with very meager means and equipment. 
Some one gave him an old horse, another gave 
him an old log chain and also some old horse col- 
lars. He used to say, iaughingly, that they gave 
him the log chain to dray out the horse. In 1859 
he built a new barn. The carpenters had cut the 
legs in the woods to be used in the frame work 
of the barn. They obtained the boards from a saw 
mill, close to where the Mount Alta Sanitorium 
is now located. On August 13, 1863 the barn was 
struck by lightning and burned to the ground. He 
received between fourteen and sixteen hundred 
dollars insurance. At that time Andrew said he 
realized who his friends were. People brought 
gifts of hay and grain. Uncle Peter Bert, from 
the Slate Hills, brought a load of hay and several 
sacks of seed wheat. A neighbor kept some of the 
young cattle at his place tor the winter months, 
and let them feed from his straw stack. The barn 
was rebuilt that same fall, 


In the fall of 1860, Andrew made a trip west 
to visit his brother, George and family who were 
living near Corunna, DeKalb County, Indiana. 
Their brother, Harry, had formerly lived in the 
same vicinity. As my father remembers it, this 
Visit was over the time of Lincoln’s election, and 
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it is thought that he was called west on account 
of illness. Andrew was a staunch Republican but 
missed casting his vote for Lincoln by being ab- 
sent from home. 


After the Civil War, either 1866 or 1867, a new 
house was built. The brick were burned on their 
place the year before the house was built. My 
father, who was then a young boy, hauled all the 
brick in a cart to the building site. The cart held 
300 brick. Father said they used 46,300 brick in 
the construction of the house. Joseph Wingert, 
a grandson of Andrew Deter, is the present own- 
er of the Deter homestead. 


Andrew farmed the Beams farm of 150 acres 
in connection with his farm. He rented it on a 
half and half basis. In 1878 he bought twenty-one 
acres and fourty-one perches from Wertz’s tur 
$1530.45. It was located a short ways from the 
home place on the opposite side of the road (to- 
wards Hade’s church). Twelve acres of this land 
was covered with timber. So they cleared it oft 
and had a saw mill locate there for a time and 
make lumber. He used the lumber from these 
trees in the buildings that he erected on this 
place. He and his wife spent their latter years in 
this home. 


Andrew was a man of high moral standing but 
he never made any profession of religion. His 
wife was of a quiet, unassuming manner and a 
devout Christian woman. She was affiliated with 
the Brethren in Christ Church. Her husband re- 
spected her for her loyaity to her Lord. 
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The names of their eleven children were: Anna, 
Maria, John, Margaret, Elisabeth, Amanda, Sam- 
uel, Daniel, Susan, Michael and Sarah Deter.

From then on he continued to farm for many 
vears. In the fall of 1880 he and his wife were 
converted and united with the Mennonite Church. 
In 1884 he was ordained as a deacon and contin- 
ues to serve in that capacity. In 1892 they moved 
to Carroll County, Iowa, one half mile north of 
the village of Ralston where they lived for ten 
years. He purchased the farm from Joseph Mer- 
rit and it consisted of 160 acres. Several years 
later he bought forty acres from Will Rich and 
worked it with the home place. In the fall of 
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1901 he sold the farm and bought a farm consist- 
ing of 179 acres from his brother, Michael, sever- 
al miles southwest of Morrison, Illinois. The fol- 
lowing spring the family moved to this place. In 
February of 1920 they retired from the farm and 
moved into Morrison, where the family home was 
established. Daniel was an unusually industrious 
man and possessed good health and a strong body, 
and no task was too hard for him to perform. His 
wife, as well, was a hard working woman, a good 
house keeper and homemaker and a good mother 
to her children. Her chief concern was for the 
well being and salvation of her family. As Chris- 
tians, they were strong and staunch, holding to 
the convictions of that which they believed to be 
right in accordance with the teachings of the 
Bible. They were the parents of eight children: 
John, Adam, Esther, Andrew, Eunice, Ezra, Dan- 
iel and Ira Deter.

_ This brief history of David Eckford Deter was 
copied from ‘The History of Siskiyon County” 
California: 


“David Eckford Deter is the son of George and 
Maria Deter and was born near Hanover, Adam’s 
County, Pa., October 17, 1817. His parents were 
limited in means and young David was obliged to 
look out for himself and to gain a livelihood work- 
ed at whatever his ».nds could find to do until 
1837 when he emigy. ed to Wayne County, Ohio, 
where in a short time he was united in marriage 
on the 24th day of December, 1838 to Susan Zieg- 
ler. In 1850 he learned of the rich gold fields of 
California and on the 25th day of March started 
across the plains behiiud an ox team in pursuit of 
a fortune. After a good trip, he arrived at Hang- 
town, FE] Dorado County on the 18th day of Aug- 
ust, 1850, and went at once to mining at Coloma. 
In this he was not successful and removed to an- 
other locality, and after a few months again mov- 
ed to Shasta County. Later he began mining on 
Modox Creek which mines he was the discoverer 
of. From here he moved to French Gulch and went 
on to Yuka. Here he encountered the starvation 
times, the stories of which are too often repeated 
and sufficiently written to require mention here. 
Suffice it to say, Mr. Deter suffered his share of 
the privations of the time. For some time he was 
engaged in mining and packing. In 1854 he located 
on the place he now lives on. In 1859 he returned 
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to the States for his family with whom he return- 
ed to California in 1860. His wife had died in 1848, 
leaving their children while ail were young. After 
many years of singleness, and after his children 
had grown up and married, Mr. Deter chose a 
second companion for his declining years. He was 
married on March 23, 1880 to Virginia Wilkinson. 
In business Mr. Deter has been successful and 
now happy and content in the enjoyment of a good 
and well kept home. He is quite enthusiastic in 
growing blooded stock of which he has some of 
the best in the States. In 1872 he purchased three 
head at Sacramento which when delivered in 
Shasta County cost $1000.00. They were the first 
blooded stock in the valley. On his farms are found 
as good barns as there are in the country. One is 
192 feet long, 78 feet wide and 25 feet high. 
There are two others, 110 feet and 100 feet long 
respectively.” 


Some of the relatives in Pennsylvania received 
a letter from Uncle David Deter dated October 15, 
1851. It told of the many hardships, privations 
and disappointments which he encountered while 
in the business of mining for gold. Their expenses 
were very high. Tools and shovels sold from six 
to ten dollars, sixteen dollars for pans, twenty- 
eight cents a pound for flour, thirty cents a pound 
for ham, forty sents a pound for sugar, twenty- 
five cents a pound for fresh beef, and all things 
in proportion. Fat cattle were worth $200.00 a 
yoke. The Indians were very troublesome at that 
time, stealing their horses and blankets and shoot- 
ing arrows into some of the men. Three men who 
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were in the same tent with Uncle David were 
shot. One of them slept with him when he was 
killed. Bears and wolves were very common an- 
noyances. The bears were not so apt to disturb 


‘any one at night in camp, but the wolves were 


prowling around all night. They would not hurt 
anyone, but they would steal the bread and meat 
out from under their heads and carry oli wvheir 
clothes. They were handicapped in many regards 
and he suggested that digging for gold was not 


without its trials.

Elijah Deter, the son of George and Maria 
Deter, was born in 1817. He never knew the month 
of his birth. He never married. For some time he 
made his home with his niece. Catherine Bocen- 
stose. After she married, he purchased a smal! 
timber lot and cleared it off and erected a home 
for himself. He lived alone many years and work- 
ed by the day around the surrounding communi- 
ty. During his last illness he was taken to the 
home of his nephew, John Deter, where he was 
given care. He died January 23, 1902. He is bur- 
ried in the Grindstone Hill cemetery.

Harry Deter was the son of George and Maria 
Deter. Very little is known of his life. He emi- 
grated to Indiana, living close to his’ brother 
George at Corunna for a time. From here he went 
to Illinois, taking his family with him in a cov- 
ered wagon.

Deter was a small boy he remem- 
bers that his father had a letter saying that Uncle 
Harry had died and requested that he come and 
help the children settle the estate. But he did not 
go. The relatives lost track of the family. 
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
